(6) When Oswald left Rev Orleans, FBI learned that ha gave the 
address of Mrs . Paine ' g haco in Irving, Tcxa.3 co his forwarding 
address. F3CC agents Bade three visits to Mrs. Paine's house within 
eight days to try to determine his whcrcafcouto . They learned he was 
living separately in Dallas and working at the Book Depository hut 
apparently did not purcuo this lead and waited until lira. Paine could 

them Dallas address. 

(7) On Hoveaher IB the FBI was edviGed that Oswald wrote to the 
Soviet Embassy In Washington that ho had been in Mexico City under an 
assumed nano and that ho had originally intended to visit the Soviet 
Enboooy in Cuba hut was unable to reach Cuba.

The historical record compiled hy the Ccnmicsion would obviously 
ho incomplete if the FBI wore not to he given an opportunity to 
r :-pl p' n the many questions raised by the record now before the 
Coed colon. On the facts now available, the Comal colon cannot begin 
to understand the true degree of concern in Which ths FBI hold Oswald 
irnndiatoly preceding the assassination, why the FBI apparently did 
not consider that his conduct merited advico to the Secret Service, 
particularly in the liaioca activities immediately preceding tka 
President's trip, and why the FBI was not core actlvoly pursuing 
Oswald in connection vith ito own direct responsibilities. 

Initially, this information may beet be obtained by putting to 
the FBI a ccrloa of specific questions concerning its investigation of 
Oswald. It cocas probable that it will bo necessary to follow these 
questions by requesting frera the FBI all internal ssasoranda, internal 
surveillance end mail cover reports, and logo of the activities of 
those agents who had any contact with his case. The next stage eight 
be staff interviews with FBI personnel, and tho Com! salon may ulti- 
mately desire to memorialize this information by taking tha testimony 
of particular agents.
